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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments are not persuasive for at 
least the reason that applicants have chosen to use open claim language and more may be present in the prior art and still anticipate 
and/or obviate the instant claims. With regards to the "consisting essentially of said transitional phrase does not exclude other elements in 
claim 2 because as applicants have pointed out the instant specification states in paragraph [0031] that impurities may be present. 
Furthermore applicants point out that by taking the lower end of the ranges in the claims there is still a gap in the amount of material in the 
alloy and something must fill that gap in order for the alloy to be complete at 1 00 atomic% which requires other materials besides those 
recited in the claims. Therefore because the instant specification allows for other materials to be present besides those recited in the 
instant claims the transitional phrase "consisting essentially of is understood to be "comprising" because more is in fact present in the 
composition. Applicants also provide a machine translation of JP 05-267299 and state that it does not read on the claims. However it is 
quite clear in claim 3 and paragraphs [0008] & [0015] that the ranges when converted to atomic percent have overlapping portions with the 
instant claims. Therefore because applicants have chosen to use open claim language the Fujii reference reads on the claims as recited. 
It is noted that the English abstract relied upon by the Examiner was provided by the database STN and scanned into the file wrapper on 
6/30/10, it is search result 18 of 34 found on pages 39 and 40, which has been truncated to provide to applicants with this advisory action to 
only provide the pertinent information. 
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
